Applicant does not see that the prior art has two half shelves. Examiner disagrees. 

Examiner suggested to Applicant that the placement of the transponder can be further described to overcome the prior 
art. More specifically, language that suggests enclosure, not "in between", of said transponder and the two half 
shelves may overcome the prior art. 

Examiner further suggested Applicant focus on the similarity in size and radii of the two half shelves in order to 
differentiate the invention with the prior art, Esselink.
